SALINAS SOON 


One of the greatest stories of 
the 19th century, “A Tale of Two 
Cities,” by Charles Dickens, will 
be presented at your neighbor- 
hood theater in the near future, 
featuring Ronald Coleman, Eliza- 
beth Allan, Edna May Oliver, 
Reginald Owen, TEasil Rathbone 
and twenty-two other-renown ac- 
tors and actresses. 

“A Tale of Two Cities” may or 
may not be a historical novel. 
Stephen Leacock, prominent Eng- 
lish author, suggests that it may 
not be one if Kings and Queens 
and personages make historical 
novels, for it is knitted from the 
events in the life of a few sim- 
ple people. It may not be one if 
deep research is necessary as a 
foundation, for Dickens was by no 
means a “research scholar.” 

He was stirred by the “power 
and massiveness in he mob’ in 
the melodrama of the French | 
Revolution that he saw in Paris 
in 1848, when it is. said that | 
France was little changed. from | 
the France of the Voltaire and’ 
Danton. 

Early in screen history the mo- 
tion picture possibilities of “A 
Tale of Two Cities” were recog- 
nized. In the past there have been 
at least three versions: a_ silent 
one made by an English company, 
a three-reel one made by. Vita- 
graph in 1911, and one made by 
the Fox Film Corporation in 1917. 

“A Tale of Two Cities” seems to 
be suited for motion-picture pro- 
duction because of its ‘dramatic 
qualities, its pictorial qualities, 
and its swift-moving plot. 

Included in the cast are the 
famous Paulist choristers, with 
Herbert Stothart composer of the 
musical score. 

W. P. Lipscomb, who arranged 
“Les Miserables’ and “Clive of 
India,” also arranged and planned 
the script for “The Tale of Two 
Cities.” In. his previous films, he 
showed understanding in his 
treatment of England and. of 
France. The bond between Dick- 
ens and Hugo, whom Mr. Lips- 
comb interpreted  sypathetically, 
promised an appreciation of. the 
writing of Dickens concerning 
events in France. 

Jack Conway, who directed the 
crowds in “Viva Villa’’ also man- 
ages the 5300 extra players in this 
large cast. 

This classic will soon appear at 
the El] Rey.
